NEW YORK, October 21.—Charles G. Frank- 
lin, Who has for years been very well known 
in New York social and business circles and 
until five years ago, the Aimerican agent 
of the Cunard Steamship Line, was last night 
lodged in Ludlow. Street Jail in  de- 
fault of $500,000 bail. His arrest was made on 
the complaint of his cousin, Sir Bache Cunard 
of England. The order of arrest was issued 
vesterday. Mr. Franklin is the President of 
the Horn Silver Mining Company, in which 
much of the wealth ofthe Cunards is invested. 
Four years ago there appeared on the books 
ofthe company acalled joan of $650,000. The 
stockholders have repeatedly tried to find out 
what this loan represented, but no explana- 
was ever given. It is supposed the 
money was advunced by the compaby 
to Franklin. Failing to get any 
account of the matterorany explanation of 
why the once largely paying property had 
been crippled by taking from itso large an 
amount of money, the Cunards apparently 
concluded that their only recourse was the 
law. Mr. Franklin made a large fortune as 
agent of the Cunard Line in this city. He was 
a nephew of the elder Cunard, of whose 
estate he is one of the executors. He married 
Miss Hoyt of this city, whose father was a 
member of the large dry goods firm of Hoyt, 
Sprague & Co. He is supposed to have gotten 
alarge fortune with his wife, although the 
firm failed some years ago. His house 
in Washington Square has been noted 
for the elegance of the entertainments 
thero given in former years. Both Mr. 
Franklin and his wife have been prominent 
figures in New York society for many years. 
When he retired from the agency of the Cu- 
nard Company he was supposed to be worth 
$2,000,000. With S. G. Brown he went into the 
Horn Silver Mining Company, which at first 
paid large dividends, and it is understood that 
it was through his representations that the 
money of the Cunards was put intothe com- 
pany. It was at the cottage of Mr. Franklin at 
kElberon that President Garfleld died. 

THE ARREST. 

Mr. Franklin’s arrest was made quietly yes- 
terday afternoon. He was informed that he 
must furnish $500,000 bail or be locked up. He 
consulted his lawyers and they made every 
effort to secure the necessary bondsmen.

The capsized boat drifted away 
distance and soon righted, and a 
steam cutter began to wind her. That nothing 
happened was a miracie. Foitu- 
nately, a heavy rope with a buoy at- 
tached toone end was secured to the gun 
when it was hoisted over the ship’s side, so it 
was casy to locate it. Yesterday afternoo 
two divers came over and descended in orde 
to put a or | haweer around the gun 
by aid of which it can be hoisted. One of the 
sailors, who was inthe capsized Dost, & gun- 
per, who had served in the Navy during the 
war, said he did not care a bit about the 
ducking, if he had not lost a piece of tobacco, 
which he carried in bis shirt pocket, when be 
was thrown overboard. 

This little incident, as it came off, withno 
loss of life or serious Gamage, has proveda 
good lesson, and asa prominent naval officer 
remarked, it.was worth a dozen lectures.

A TRIFLE OF HISTORY. 


HOW ST. LOUIS WON THE HEARTS OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC DELEGATES IN 1876, 


Entertaining the National Convention—Ar- 
rangements forthe Comfort of Visitors— 
Evidences of Appreciation—Turning This 
Good Will to Account—Fifteen Votes Now 
Piledged, but Twenty Necessary for 
Choice—Work for Citizens. 


The National Democratic Convention to 
nominate candidates for President and 
Vice-President which assem bled in St. Louis 
June 27, 1876, was the first convention of the 
kind inthehistory of the country that met west 
of the Mississippi River. The sitting of such 
a convention has always been anevent of deep 


national interest but the political condition 


of the country at that time and the encour- 
aging prospects of the success of the Demo- 
cratic ticket gave an extraordinary promi.

Vresident, I am directed by the delegation 
froin the State of New York, who have been 
greatly indebted to the Resident Committee in 
St. Louis, to present to that committee in 
token of our appreciation of their hospitality 
and efficiency a portrait of Samuel! J. Miden, 
which is above your chair.’’ The whoop 
which greeted this testified as to the feeling of 
the delegates on the subject of St. Louis. 

This feeling is still alive among the repre- 
sentative Democrats in all parte of the coun- 
try, and only needs that the ashes of time 
shall be blown away by the energetic citizens 
of this city to quicken into a flame of cordial 
assistance. The pressure that could be united

~ FIRE-BUGS AT WORK. 


—— + --- = 


sedaty Attempt to Burn a 
Market Street Hotel 
To-Day, 


While the House is Crowded With 
Two Hundred Sleeping 
Boarders. 


The Golden Gate Hotel Fired in Two 
Places by Incendiaries at 2 A. M.—A. 
M. Daly, the Proprietor, and Pat Lar- 
kin, a Boarder, Arrested for the Crime 
—EKach Man Lays All the Blame on the 
Other—Previous Fires in the Same Place 
—Narrow Escape From a Holocaust, 


There has been another fire at A. M. Daly’s 
Golden Gate Hotel and the proprietor and one 
of hie guests are now under arrest for arson. 
The fire occurred at 2:25 this morning and did 
little damage, but it bore every indication of 
being incendiary. Vat Larkin, a compositor, 
is the guest who is under arrest in connection 
with the affair, and he and Daly accuse each 
other of being the fire-bug. ‘The Golden Gate 
restaurant and hotel is located on the north 
side of Market street, east uf Seventh street, 
and the hotel also occupies the rear portion of 
the building on the east side of Seventh, north 
of Market street, where the Daly brothers, 
who are not related to A. M. Daly 
in any way, have their saloon, The 
latter and their mother occupy the 
entire front of the building on Seventh street, 
the Golden Gate Hotel having the rear portion 
ofitonly. It was in this part of the hotel that 
the fire occurred. Larkin, who has been 
**‘subbing’’ on a morning paper, came to the 
hotel about 2 o’clock this morning, and after 
taking something to eat was shown up-stairs 
toaroom. He had been there but afew min- 
utes when there were cries of fire, and he 
came rushing out of the place and over into 
the Market atreet, or restaurant portion of the 
building, and informed Daly that the place 
was burning. Some one turned on an alarm, 
but before the department arrived 
Daly had himself extinguished the 
blaze. The hall on the second floor 

*he Seventh street building was burning at 

th ends when the fire was discovered. At 

e westend wasasofa and at the eastenda 
sewing machine and both were saturated with 
oiland ablaze. That the fire was incendiary 
there can scarcely be any doubt. Shortly 
after the flames had been extinguished Daly 
gotan officer and had Larkin arrested ona 
charge of setting fire to the place, andthe 
story of Larkin also led to Daly’s arrest. This 
morning each swore to information for a war- 
rant against the other for arson in the first de- 
gree. 

Both men were seen in the holdover this 
morning, and neither was at all backward in 
giving his version of the affair. 


LARKIN’S TALE. 

Said Larkin: ‘‘When hard up I put up at 
Daly’s, and Lhave spent a couple of nights 
there this week. Iam just out of the hospital, 
and was flat broke. This morning about 2 
o’clock I was talking to Daly, and after eating 
something wentuptoaroom with his night 
cook, who also shows guests to their rooms. 
Daly said the house was full, and that I would 
haveto ‘bunk’ inadouble bed with another 
man. The cook showed me to a room 
on the top floor of the Seventh 
street j@ he and when I got there 
we found that the man I was to sleep with had 
the comfort wrapped around him. I told the 
cook to get me another comfort, and he did. 
He brought it up to the second floor, where I 
met him, and telling him I could find the room 
I took it up to Room 17, to which I had already 
been shown. After exchanging a few coin- 
monplace remarks with the man with whom I 
was to sleep I noticed a very strong simell in 
the room like naphtha or kerosene. I called 
the attention of my bed-mate to it and asked 
him if he did not smell something like coal 
oil burning. He replied that he _ did, 
and when I _ threw open the door 
of the room the corridor was filled 
with smoke. I rushed out and down-stairs, 
and going overintothe Market street build- 
ing, 1 said to the proprietor: ‘Daly, your 
house is burning.’ ‘Good God, man!’ ho 
said, ‘do you want to ruin me? Shut up your 
mouth!’ ‘But what are you going to do with 
allthe people in your house; let them burn?’ 
lasked. I wanted to turn on an alarm, but he 
wouldn’t let me, and he rushed up-stairs him- 
self. Somebody else turned on an alarin, but 
before the department arrived the fire had 
been extinguished by Daly. It had been burn- 
ing at both ends of the corridor on the second 
floor ofthe Seventh street building. There 
wasasofaatoneend of the corridor anda 
sewing-machine at the other, and both were 
saturated with oil. The house was full of 
people. I believe he told me he had 200 men 
sleeping there. Ifthat fire had not been dis- 
covered in time, just think what the result 
would have been. There would have been a 
terrible loss of life. There bad been no stove 
or other fire in the corridor from which the 
biaze could have started. It was undoubtedly 
set on fire, and while 1 do not know positively 
that Daly set the place afire, lam morally cer- 
tain he did. There have been numerous firesin 
the place, andtwo years ago some lives were 
lostthere. At that time Daly was suspected 
of setting the place alfire, lamtold. Absut 
nine or ten years ago, while out of employ- 
ment, I worked awhile for him, and at that 
time discovered and extinguished a little con- 
flagration. AslI was about to goto my room 
last night he kept talking to me about fires 
aud how they.are aptto break out at any mo- 
ment. I did not pay much attention to 
it at the time, but now it comes back 
to me very forcibly. We remained talking 
for some time after the fire had been 
extinguished, and his son, a 19-year-old 
youth, also abused me for giving the alarm. 
About 8 o'clock the father went out and came 
back with an officer whom he had arrest me.’’ 


DALY’S STORY. 

Daly gave his version of the affair as fol- 
lows: ‘‘This fellow, Pat Larkin, used to stop 
at my hotel some nine or ten years ayo, 
and recently he came to we and 
wanted ine)60C6Ultto”——Csé#gtivee him a room, 
Igave itto him. Last night he again came 
and Lgave him supper anda room. My night 
clerk showed him to room 12 on the second 
floor. The house was full, and there weretwo 
beds fn No. land I sent him there. The man 
already iu the room had both ecum- 
forts, and the night clerk went down 
and.got a comfort out of another room for 
Larkin. The latter took it, and Instead of 
going to his own room went to room 17 on the 
third floor, where there were twe men. He 
asked where he was to bunk and they told him 
they did not know. He turned down the lamp 
and then said he smelled fire. There were 
cries of fire and I rushed over into the building 
and found him coming out. He told me my 

soe was burning and rushed past. I went up 

nm the second floor and found a bracket lamp 


which belongs on the first floor upset on the 
sofa atthe west end of the hall and the sofa 
ablaze, the oil being spilled all over it. 
This lamp has not been lit at 
all on the first floor and must have been car- 
ried up and upset. I put aut the blaze, burn- 
ing my hands badly in sodving. ThenIfound 


the lamp which stands on the sewing- machine | 


at the other end of the hall- upset and the 
machine covered with oil and ablaze. Ialso 
extinguished it after badly burning myself. 
An alarm had been turned on, but I had 
already extingnished the fire. Just after my 
cook came down, three minutes before the 
fire broke out, he reported everything all right 
on the floor. I would certainly not set fire to 
the place, for my furniture is not insured for 
one dollar, and I only carry $2,000 insurance 
On the building and it is worth $8,000.

One 
of those lamps might have been upset acci- 
dentally, but both could not and at different 
ends of the corridor.’’

DEACON SCRIBNER, 


A Festive Church Member Exposed by H 
Intended Victim. 


By Telegraph to the PostT- DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, October 21.—Forthe past week 
Bedford village has been all agog over the re- 
markable visitof two Brooklyn ladies, mother 
and daughter, tothe wife of Deacon William 
Scribner of the Présbyterian Church, with 
claims of a marriage engagement and volu- 
minous documentary proots of a very friendiy 
acquaintanceship between the daughter and 
deacon. The latter is a prominent citizer. 


For nearly sixty years he has brightened the 
atmosphere of the place with his presence 
He hasa wife and married son now living 
there, and when he goes home from his 
drumming trips for A. B. Cohen, the hardware 
man of this city, Ss . - @ oe of 
the hands mest plices in the village. For 
many years the deacon kepta store in Beua- 
ford village. In war times he was a Major, 
and coming home one day on crutches he won 
a well-earned pension. Among other heaped- 
up honors he hus been Postmaster of the vil- 
lage. His wife is adelicate lady with snowy 
hair and a face of unusual pallor. A week ago 
last Wednesday two women called on Mrs. 
Scribner and made known the fact that the 
deacon had been paying court to one of them. 
Some faise statements regarding their visit 
was made by the neighbors, and so, wishing to 
make themselves straight, the ladies, Miss and

JUSTICE HARLAN’S ORDER. 

Justice Harlan said: ‘‘This is anapplication 
for a writof error to bring up for review by 
the Supreme Court of the United States a 
judgment of the Supreme Court of the State of 
Illinois, involving the liberty of one of the 
petitiouers and the lives of the others. The 
time fixed for executing the sentence of death 
is, lam informed, the llth day of November. 
Under the circumtances it 1s my duty to 
facilitate an early decision of any 
question in the case of which the Supreme 
Court of the United States may primarily 
take cognizance. If I should allow a writof 
error it is quite certain that counsel would 
have to repeat before the court the argument 
which they propose now to make before me. 
On the other hand, if Ishould refuse the writ, 
the defendants would be at liberty to renew 
their application before any Justice of the 
Supreme Court, and as human life and lib- 
erty are involved, that Justice might 
feel obliged, notwithstanding a previous 
refusal of the writ, to look into 
the case and determine for himself 
whethera writ of error should beallowed. If 
he also refuse the defendants could take the 
papers to some other member of the Court, 
and so on, until each Justice had been ap- 
plied to or until some Justice granted the writ. 
In this way it is manifest that delays might oc- 
cur that would be very embarrassing in view 
of the short time intervening between this 
day and the date fixed for carrying into effect 
the judgment of the State Court. 

‘‘As the case is one of a very serious charac- 
ter in whateveraspect it may be regarded, I 
deem it proper to make an order, which I do 
now, that counsel present this application to 
the courtin open session, to the end that 
early and final action may be had upon the 
question whether that court has _ jurisdic- 
tion to review the judgment in this case, 
Thereis no reason why it may not be pre- 
sented to the court at its session to-day. 
Counsel may state that the publication is made 
to the court pursuant to my direction.’’ 

THE APPLICATION MADE, 

Application to the United States Supreme 
Court for writs of error in the Chicago Anarch- 
ists, Cases,was made in open court shortly af- 
ter noon to-day by Gen. Pryor in behaif of 
the condemned prisoners. The points 
upon which he relied to show 
that the cases involved Federal questions 
which would give this court jurisdiction 
were, first, thatthe statute of Jllinois reltaing 
tothe empaneiment of juries makes it possi- 
bie to try the prisoners w.th a partial and 
prejudiced jury, as was in fact done in this 
case, and that sucha statute is obnox- 
fous to the Federal Constitution; and, 
second, that the prisoners were 
compelled to testify against themselves, and 
criminate themselves, and that criminating 
evidence against them was obtained by the 
police from their private desks without search 
warrants in violation of the constitutional 
provisions that a man shall not be deprived of 
withvut due process of law. 

The court directed Mr. Pryor to have printed 
atonce the parts of the record which pre- 
sented these questions and have the printed 
copies for submission tothe court to-day or 
early to-morrow morning. Further’ direc- 
tions if necessary, would, the Chief Justice 
said, be given on Monday next.

A BIG SCARL, 


The Entire Police 1 Force of Chicago Watch- 
ing the Anarchists.
